President 
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T’S QUIET NOW in Southem 
Pacific’s forests on the slopes 
of Mt. Shasta and in the Lake Ta- 
hoe area of Northern California. 
But a few weeks ago, saws 
buzzed in these forests as harvest- 
ing crews hurried to bring out the 
1969 crop of Christmas trees. 

Tree cutting usually begins in 
October, after the weather turns 
cold enough so that the trees be- 
come dormant, and continues un- 
til Thanksgiving. The pace is fast, 
since all work must be completed 
before heavy snows bring an end 
to harvesting. 

The last shipments of trees leave 
by train and truck for wholesale 
markets in the big cities of the 
West during the first week of 
December. - 

This year, about 30,000 Christ- 
mas trees were harvested in our 
forests. Nearly all of these ‘trees 
were beautiful red fir “silver tips” 


—— perhaps the most highly prized

of the dozen or so varieties of com- 
mercially-grown Christmas trees. 

Silver tips, which sell for more 
per foot than any other type, grow 
on steep slopes above the 6,000- 
foot level. They are relatively rare, 
constituting only about one per 
cent of all the trees sold in the 
United States. Our forests provide 
one of the nation’s largest sources 
of these trees. 


And it is a continuing source, 
thanks to the careful conservation 
methods we require of those who 
use our forests —- both lessees and 
those who purchase standing trees

on a contract basis. 

“When an original tree is cut,” 
explains Southern Pacific’s Chief 
Forester Kermit A. Cuff, “we re- 
quire that at least two whorls of 
branches be left on the stump. 
Within a few years, these branches 
turn up and become trees, due to 
the fir’s tendency to grow upward 
toward the light. 

“So the same root systems that 
produced this year’s crop of 
Christmas trees will produce even 
more in the years ahead — up to 
twice as many under ideal condi- 
tions. 

“This system, called stump cul- 
ture, insures a continuous yield of 
silver tips on our forest lands,” he 
points out, 

Christmas tree farming is not 
just a seasonal operation. During 
the summer months for example, 
the trees must be pruned and 
shaped. And stands of trees must 
be thinned, so that the remaining 
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Asst. District Forester R. E. Aikins, right, com- 
pares taily sheets with Frank and Emily Bath, 
who produce and ship many PMT trailer loads of 
Christmas trees each year. Most of their trees 
are grown on Southern Pacific land, 


trees will have sufficient room and 
sunlight for proper growth. The 
more sun silver tips get, the bluer 
and more attractive they become. 

“Tt takes 8 to 10 years to grow 
a new crop of trees,” Cuff says, 
“but cultivated trees are generally 
handsomer than wild trees. They 
become fuller, more compact and 
better shaped.” 

Southern Pacific foresters work 
closely with the various Christmas 
tree farmers in their respective ter- 
ritories. Heading the staff on the 
Shasta District are Senior District 
Forester R. C. Sias, District For- 
ester J. B. Nile and Asst. District 
Forester R. E. Aikins. The three 
top men on the Lake Tahoe Dis- 
trict are Senior District Forester 
Leon W. Sanford, District For- 
ester C. L. Carter.and Asst. Dis- 
trict Forester John Heyer. 

Most of those who harvest 
Christmas trees on Southern Pa- 
cific land have had close and 
friendly relations with our Com- 
pany for many years. They rely 
on-our truck and rail service to get 
their trees to market on time and 
in top condition. 

One of the largest shippers of 
Christmas trees in the West is 
Kenneth Bishop of Ken-Del 
Ranch, located near Tennant, 
Calif., just north of Mt. Shasta. 
He produces trees on his own Jand, 
purchases them from some of our 

- lessees, and he also. serves as a 
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broker for the sale.and shipment 
of trees from Washington ‘and 
Oregon. : 

Sears Roebuck and other large 
stores purchase thousands of Ken- 
Del trees. So does the U.S. Navy, 
which ships them to Guam, Oki- 
nawa and other points for distri- 
bution to Navy bases and ships 
throughout the Pacific. 

Bishop, who says Southern Pa- 
cific service is “just great,” shipped 
40 carloads of trees into California 
from the Pacific Northwest last 
year — all routed over our lines. 

In the Mt. Shasta area, he uses 
Pacific Motor Trucking Company 
service to ship trees directly to 
major wholesale and retail outlets, 
because “‘it is fast and reduces the 
number of times the trees must be 
handled.” 

Delivery schedules are critical 
in this industry, and Bishop is 
high in his praise of PMT’s ability 
to get truck-trailers to remote 
areas in sufficient numbers and on 
the dates specified. 

About 40 million Christmas 
trees are produced and sold annu- 
ally in the U.S. — approximately 
one for every five Americans. 

The nation’s largest single 
wholesale market for these trees is 
located on Southern Pacific’s team 
track at 8th and Alameda Streets 
in Los Angeles. 

Each year this market opens 
on December 1, and for blocks 
around the warm Southern Cali-

fornia air carries the crisp scent of 
pine and fir. About 20 wholesale 
firms receive carloads and piggy- 
back loads of trees, which are 
transferred directly to waiting 
trucks for delivery to Christmas 
tree lots, stores and other retailers. 

Last year, about 350 carloads 
— containing more than 3 million 
trees — were brought to the Los 
Angeles team track by Southern 
Pacific. Most of the trees came 
from Washington, Oregon, Mon- 
tana and Northern California. But 
some came from as far away as 
Wisconsin, Michigan, Indiana, 
Pennsylvania and Nova Scotia. 

After about three weeks of furi- 
ous activity, the Los Angeles op- 
eration closes. By then, trees are 
beginning to sparkle in the win- 
dows of homes, and Southern Pa- 
cific — one of Santa’s busiest help- 
ers — has once more completed its 
annual task. @

J.E. Adams, superintendent of 
transportation at Houston, has 
retired after a Southern Pacific 
career that spanned nearly half a 
century. 

Succeeding him with the title of 
assistant general superintendent 
of transportation is D. J. Brown, 
asst. superintendent of transpor- 
tation at Houston since 1955. 

Adams started with Southern 
Pacific at Ennis, Texas, in 1922. 
After holding various Operating 
Dept. positions, he transferred to 
the Transportation Dept. at Hous- 
ton in 1942. He was appointed 
assistant superintendent of trans- 
portation in 1951 and superin- 
tendent of transportation four 
years later. In 1965, he was also 
named superintendent of trans- 
portation for the Cotton Belt. 

Brown, who has completed the 
Stanford University Transporta- 
tion Management Program, en- 
tered Southern Pacific service on 
the San Antonio Division in 1937. 
After moving up through various 
Operating and Transportation 
Dept. positions, he was named 
assistant to the superintendent of 
transportation in 1954 and assist- 
ant superintendent of transporta- 
tion a year later.

$260 Million for Improvements 


URING 1969, Southern Pacific spent - 


more than $260 million to improve 
the transportation services it offers ship- 
pers. Of that amount, over $200. million 
went for improvements to railroad plant 


and equipment. Both sums set all-time rec- 


ords by a substantial margin. 

Added to the Company’s rail fleet were 
more than 4,900 freight cars costing about 
$91 million and 250 diesel locomotives cost- 
ing about $69 million. 

Although equipment acquisition plans 
for 1970 are not yet complete, Southern 
Pacific has already placed orders for over 
4,100 freight cars and 75 cabooses costing 
about $79 million and 90 diesel locomotive 
units costing about $23 million. 

During the past year, the Company also: 

e Continued making freight rates which 
encourage heavier loading and more effici- 
ent equipment utilization. 

* Established rates, with eastern rail- 
roads, for the movement of used automo- 
biles on multi-level auto-rack cars from 
eastern points to Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco to reduce costs to business firms mov- 
ing personnel. 

° Created a new International Traffic 
Dept., headquartered in San Francisco, to 
handle international freight sales and serv- 
ice. 

© Opened an office for Southern Pacific 
Air Freight, Inc. at San Francisco Interna- 
tional Airport to facilitate air-truck and 
air-rail service. SPAF’s application for 
worldwide air-freight-forwarder authority 
will be heard soon by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board. 

¢ Located many new rail-served indus- 
tries along our lines, Plant locations through 
October were running well ahead of the first 
10 months of 1968. 

® Completed the geographical spread of 
TOPS over all of Southern Pacific and its 
subsidiaries, including the Cotton Belt. 
Next year, a car distribution program will 
be incorporated into the TOPS system. 

Other computer projects, using TOPS 
data, will provide management with more 
current information in the areas of budget- 
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ing and control of expenditures, 
traffic, revenue data and equip- 
ment records. 

A new computer program now 
predicts the expected life of loco- 
motive components, determines 
the statistical rate of failure, and 
analyzes the frequency of types of 
failures. The data generated helps 
the Mechanical Dept. evaluate 
equipment and plan preventive 
maintenance schedules. 

Still another computer applica- 
tion analyzes marketing trends, 
seasonal patterns and cyclical be- 
havior of carloadings of various 
commodity groups. 

© Constructed — among other 
engineering projects — an office 
building and yardmaster’s tower 
at Stockton, Calif., and expanded 
the Cotton Belt’s yard at Pine 
Bluff, Ark. 

e Extended the Company’s mi- 
crowave system, now totaling 
4,783 miles, to the territory be- 
tween Houston and Dallas, Texas, 
and along the line serving Ft. 
Worth —- a distance of 299 miles. 
The system was also extended 
1,177 miles along the Oregon and 
Tucson Division branch lines. We 
now have continuous mainline mi- 
crowave between Portland, Ore., 
and Dallas, between Corpus 
Christi and Gregory, Texas, and 
between Eureka and Willits on 
the Northwestern Pacific. 

By spring, 1970, the system will 
be extended from Dallas to East 
St. Louis, IL, a distance of 897 
miles, between Mount Vaca and 
Willits on the NWP (110 miles), 
and between Kayenta and Selig- 
man, Ariz., on the Black Mesa 
Pipeline (263 miles). 

With the completion of these 
installations, Southern Pacific will 
have 6,053 miles of microwave and 
215 repeater stations in service,

New Holding Company Formed 


All of us who have been working 
for Southern Pacific Company now 
work for Southern Pacific Trans- 
portation Company. 

On November 26, the former 
Southern Pacific Company was 
merged into Southern Pacific 
Transportation Company, a Dela- 
ware corporation which is a sub- 
sidiary of a new holding company 
now known as Southern Pacific 
Company. 

Formation of the new holding 
company was approved earlier by 
stockholders and by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

Stockholders of the former 
Southern Pacific Company auto- 
matically become stockholders of 
the same number of shares of the 
new holding company. No ex- 
change of stock certificates is 
necessary. 

“The new holding company will 
give Southern Pacific a vehicle 
with which to move ahead with 
greater flexibility in its corporate 
organization and in further expan- 
sion, diversification and acquisi- 
tions,” President B. F. Biaggini 
explained. 


“Our planning for further diver- 
sification will give first attention 
to the extensive land holdings of 
Southern Pacific Transportation 
Company and its subsidiaries,” 


_ the president said. 


A Los Angeles engineering and 
planning firm has been retained to 
make a comprehensive review of 
all of this non-railroad real estate. 

“These studies are to determine 
whether present land utilization 
is appropriate and to develop a 
plan for optimum use of the prop- 
erty over the next 15 years,” Mr. 
Biaggini said. “With the help of 
these studies, which should take 
about five months, we are prepar- 
ing to move forward with a broad 
range of urban, industrial and rec- 
reational developments.” 

Southern Pacific Transporta- 
tion Company and its subsidiaries 
own 3,800,000 acres of agricultu- 
ral, grazing and timber lands, 
principally in California and Ne- 
vada, and hold mineral rights to 
1,200,000 additional acres. They 
also own numerous industrial sites 
at strategic locations along the 
railroad lines.

Historians Mark 
100th Anniversary 


About 600 historians commemo- 
rated the 100th anniversary of the 
completion of the first rail link 
between Sacramento and Oakland 
with a special train trip on Novem- 
ber 8, sponsored by the Pacific 
Coast Chapter of the Railway & 
Locomotive Historical Society. 

Linking of the transcontinental 
railroad to the deep water ports 
of Oakland and San Francisco in 
Sept., 1869, brought about the 
first true joining of the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans by rail. 

Soon after the completion of 
this line, the Central Pacific began 
operating coordinated land-ocean 
transportation, using its own ship- 
ping lines. Its famous silk-and-tea 
trains carried merchandise from 
the Orient, transloaded at Oak- 
land, across the continent at pas- 
senger train speeds. 

Since then, as F. E. Kriebel, vice 
president-traffic, points out, 
Southern Pacific has become “the 
world trade railroad.” We serve 
international commerce through 
35 ports of entry — including 15 
Pacific Coast seaports, 10 Gulf of 

Mexico ports and 10 U.S.-Mexico 
 -erossings — more than any other 
railroad.

A three-year-old boy was re- 
united with his frantic parents re- 
cently, thanks to the alertness of 
a Southern Pacific engine crew.

The boy 
had wandered away from the fam- 
ily’s camp before daylight and had 
walked nearly a mile over the 
mountain before his rescue.
